More- 
over, he added, it was “beyond the 
pale as far as I am concerned” to 
prohibit the secretary of state from 
meeting with two prominent Ameri- 
can citizens, professors at distin- 
guished universities. 

The secretary rejected any negoti- 
ations with the PLO because it has 
“promoted terrorism” and “in its 
essence, doesn’t seem to be able to 
recognize” Israel's right to exist. 

Asked whether he was planning 


” to meet with Palestinians next week, 


Shultz replied that any such meeting 
would be the result of fresh Arab 
initiatives — not his own. He recalled” 
that West Bank and Gaza Palestin- 
ians, intimidated by extremists, had 
refused to meet with him during his 
October and early-March visits to 
the region. 

Shultz said his willingness to meet 
with the Palestinians at the Ameri- 
can Colony Hotel in East Jerusalem 
had represented a change in the ear- 
lier U.S. pattern of having a visiting 
secretary of state meet with Pales- 
tinians only at the U.S. consulate in 
West Jerusalem. But the Palestin- 
ians did not attend. 

“I don’t have any plan to organize 
another meeting,” he said. But if 
“some interested parties” ~ he cited 
Egypt and Jordan — organized a ses- 
sion with “legitimate Palestinians 
who are not PLO,” he would be 
ot li to meet with them, he

MOSCOW (Reuter) — — Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev has said again 
that Moscow is willing to find a wa’ 
to restore diplomatic relations wi 
Israel, broken off after the Six-Day 
War in 1967, Pravda said yesterday.

Fair skies and a steady breeze made yesterday a 200d 
day for kite flying and tyre burning in the Gaza Strip. So 
it seemed, anyway, since from the window of our IDF- 
guided, journalist-pool car there wasu’t much else going 


on. 


The pool, which included one Israeli and two foreign 
TV crews, a still photographer, a reporter from Israel 
Radio and myself, entered the Strip via Checkpoint 
Erez at 8:30 a.m. and spent much of the time driving up 
and down the road which skirts Gaza and the refugee 


camps. 

Land Day passed rather quietly for us, the more so 
since whatever minor incidents did occur, or began to 
develop, disappeared quickly from view out our rear 
window. The reason proffered by the Spokesman‘s Of- 
fice caretakers for running away was always the time- sho’ 
table to be kept to. Later we were told that two residents 
were hurt in Khan Yunis; but the schedule had not 


pemnitted our visiting there. 


A commander of the Givati battalion, some of whose 
soldiers have been serving in Gaza for three months, 
takes us from Mu'azi to Deir el-Balah, site of a bombing 
and shooting incident last month. Deir el-Balah is quiet 
as well, but a few residents don’t hesitate to show 


themselves on the rooftops. 


One man, accompanied by his two wives and children, 
sees the cameras and calls out that the refugee camp has 
been under curfew for eight days and he has no food left 
to feed his family. A few of us enter his house to speak 
to him. We find his refrigerator stocked, and large sacks 
of rice and wheat in the kitchen. He says he bought the 
food at the Beersheba market on his way back from 
several days of work at Kibbutz Mashabei Sadeh.

Symposium on Iran-Iraq conflict 


U.S. likely to cut M.E. role 
if Gulf war ends in stalemate 


By LEA LEVAVI 

TEL AVIV - If the [ran-Iraq war 
ends in a stalemate, the U.S. will 
probably change its policy toward 
the Middle East in the direction of 
decreased involvement, Dr. Dory 
Gold of the Institute for Strategic 
Studies at Tel Aviv University pre- 
dicted during a symposium held by 
the Institute vesterday on the [ran- 
Iraq War. 

He explained that Soviet with- 
drawal from Afghanistan and a 
stalemate in the Gulf war, combined 
with decreases in U.S. defence 
spending and the federal budget 
generally, and increased concern 
over Central America, would lead 
the U.S. to cut its involvement in 
the Middle East. Israel is catego- 
rized as part of the U.S. European 
Command, he said, so that the stra- 
tegic relationship between the two 
countries need not be affected by 
this policy change. However, he 
said, diplomatic involvement in such 
areas as the Palestinian problem 
could increase to compensate for de- 
creased military involvement in the 
region. 
‘onsidering how the U.S. would 
respond to some of the possible de- 
velopments suggested during the 
symposium, Gold said escalation in 
the direction of ballistic missiles or 
chemical weapons will not necessar- 
ily generate a serious American re- 


sponse because the case of Pakistani 
nuclear capability proves that the 
U.S. is willing to sacrifice its princi- 
ples for other advantages. Harm to 
American or “gray” targets could 
move the U.S. to action, he said, as 
was proven by the limited American 
teprisals when Kuwaiti tankers fly- 
ing the American flag were hit in 
Kuwait's own territorial waters.

TEL AVIV — A new organisation, 
the Association of Basketball Play- 
ers, has been launched by Shmuel 
Zisman, a Hapoel Holon player and 
a lawyer by profession, Avi Maor, 
also of Hoton, and Moshe Reis, of 
Second Division team Kiryat Ono. 

Although the idea of organising 
the players has been tried several 
times in the past without success, 
the newly formed Association of 
Basketball Players in Israel makes 
an impression that it is going to be- 
come an important part of the local 
Sporting scene. 

Its official beginnings go back 
three weeks ago, when Zisman, 
Maor and Reis decided to take prac- 
tical step to activate their idea of a 
players’ association.

These are broad statements. 
There are obviously. some far more 
serious matters that concern the 
players, but at their inaugural meet-

ing held this week at the office of 
Zisman, the newly formed organiza- 

tion felt firmly that they should not 
bite off more than they can chew. at 
this early stage. 

Nevertheless, it is evident that 
they will eventually have to explore 
some of the most serious issues now 
confronting the players, such as the 
two-year waiting period for trading 
foreign players between focal clubs 
and the non-fulfilment of some play- 
ers’ contracts by managements. 

Past attempts to organize the bas- 
ketball players have failed mainly 
because the stars never saw a need 
to participate. As long as they were 
getting everything they needed, 
they saw no reason to join. 

The situation has now changed, 
however. The management commit- 
tee of the newly formed association 
reads like a who's who of Israeli 
basketball. Zisman has accepted the 
position of head of the association. 
Mickey Berkowitz is the honorary 
president, with his Maccabi Tel 
Aviv team-mate, Doron Jamchee, 
as vice-president. Other officers in- 
clude Avi Maor, secretary and Ha- 
poel Tel Aviv's Haim Zlotikman, 
treasurer. Others on the committee 
include Ari Rosenberg of Maccabi 
Haifa. Nadav Henfeld of Hapoel 
Galil Elyon, Lavon Mercer of Ha- 
poel Tel Aviv and Moshe Reis.

Big gains in net at Discount Group

Strong profit increases were re- 
ported this week by several compa- 
nies owned by or affiliated with the 
Discount Group's investment arm, 
IDB Development Corp. 

The most important of these firms 
was PROPERTY AND BUILDING 
CORP., one of the best-managed 
and most consistently profitable 
companies in the real estate sector. 
Property and Building announced a 
240% jump in inflation-adjusted net 
profit for 1987, to NIS 10.2 million, 
from under NiS 3m. in 1986. 

Even allowing for a NIS 3.9m. tax 
windfall stemmung from the effect of 
lower corporate tax rates on the 
company's deferred tax position, 
the increase in after-tax operating 
profit was about 110%. Pre-tax 
profit rose more modestly, by 54% 
to NIS 15.3m. The great bulk of 
these profits came from Property 
and Building's numerous subsidiar- 
ies, with the parent acting mainly as 
a holding company. Thus, in the 
construction sector, Naveh and Gad 
began or continued projects in the 
Tet Aviv and Jerusalem regions, re~ 
spectively. 

However, income from sales in 
these activities fell, even in nominal 
tenms, from NIS 18.5m. ta NIS 
17.3m., while in inflation-adjusted 
terms the fall was much greater. 
This reflects the accounting proce- 
dure for construction projects, 
whereby profits are recorded only 
on completion, not on an ongoing 
basis.

Malaria is now effectively con- 
trolled in the Malaysian capital but 
Munsuswami and his colleagues 
play a key role in ensuring it does 
not return. 

Their job is to catch mosquitoes 
by enticing them into their huts with 
their breath and a kerosene lamp 
hung outside the front door. The 

itoes are later analysed by ex- 
perts to see if they carry malaria. 

The job begins et at sundown and 
lasts five hours. When they arrive, 
the workers light the lamps, open 
doors at the front and rear of the 


huts and climb onto wooden bunks 
draped with mosquito nets. 

For about 40 minutes they sit and 
stare at the corrugated iron roofs 
before closing the doors and, armed 
torches, start ling for 
mosquitoes on the nets or in dusty 
corners. With a deft movement 
bome of years of practice, they 
place a glass test tube over each 
imsect. 


An hour before midnight, the em- 
ployees deliver their prey to a col- 
lection point in the city centre.

They agreed to give 
their doctors a substantial bonus for 
working a second shift. It should be 
borne in mind that there is no sec- 
ond shift in any of Israel’s public 
hospitals, and there never has been.

the following morning, the operat- 
ing theatres, with all their expensive 
equipment, lay idle. 

Not surprisingly, a queue bas built 
up of patients needing surgery bat 
not getting it. Previous medical 
strikes, held at different times by 
doctors, nurses and everybody cise 
connected with hospitals. have no 
doubt helped to swell the waiting 
list, which now numbers 40,000 per- 
sons, according to the Health 
Ministry. 

‘A decision had to be made and 
Kupat Holim made it, without con- 
sulting the Treasury. That would be 
all right if the Treasury's assistance 
was not needed, but it is. Kupat 
Holim did what a private business 
could never do: It signed a big 
cheque without having any cover for 
it at the bank, (All it has in the bank 
is a NIS 900m. deficit.) 

Who then is expected to pay? 
Need one ask? The Treasury, of 
course. Since Kupat Holim does not 
have to find the money, it does not 
care exactly how much its splurge is 


going to cost. But the Treasury - 


does, and must; and its need for 
scrutiny brings the budget director, 
David Boaz, to make a pertinent 
remark. 

He tells Kupat Holim: “We do 
not deny that doctors on a second 
shift should get a bonus, but other
